NEW YORK, April 27.—The 
master of the British freighter 
St. Quentin, toward which two 
giant liners were speeding after 
aid had been requested, notified 
the vessels today she could pro- 
ceed without assistance. 


NEW YORK, April 27.—Two 
giant liners sped to the aid of the 
crippled freighter St. Quentin in 
mid-Atlantic today after another 
stricken vessel, the Ivanhoe, re-

BERLIN, April 27.— Opposition 
disclosed in the British parliament 
last week to a return of mandated 
former German colonies to the 
Reich confirmed Sunday the views 
of many in Germany that a solution 
of the German colonial problem 
must be realized by some other way 
than restoration of the former 
possessions, 

Whatever solution Chancellor 
Hitler has in mind, it is known that 
he views the colonial problem not 
only in the light of raw materials, 
but equally in land habitable for 
Germans as an outlet for the 
rapidly growing population surplus. 

By process of elimination it can 
be stated there is nowhere any talk 
| of recovering Kiachow from the 
Japanese. Whether or not a Ger- 
man-Japanese alliance exists, as is 
claimed again and again in foreign 
but denied in German quarters, the

For Refunding Debt 


Reads Circular Issued in 
1932 by Chancellor of 


Great Britain 


CALGARY, April 27.—A print- 
ed circular issued in June, 1932, 
by Neville Chamberlain as Great 
Britain's chancellor of the exche- 
quer, was read by Premier Aber- 
hart of Alberta to the congrega- 
tion of his Prophetic Bible In- 
stitute here Sunday in defence of 
his plan to refund the province's 
debt at a lower rate of interest. 

The world's first Social Credit 
Premier, whose government made 
a “technical default” on a $3,290,000 
bond issue April 1, and announced 
the province's outstanding bonds 
would be refunded in “permanent 
consols,” said the circular stated 
bondholders could not expect to 
continte receiving five per cent on 
their investment. 


ACTION CONDEMNED 


The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
had asserted a lower interest rate 
would increase employment and 
production, and provide better con- 
ditions, Mr. Aberhart continued. 
That was more than three years be- 
| fore Alberta had allowed a techni- 
| cal default, an action condemned in 
England, the Premier declared. 


Pleading for time to get Al- 
berta organized for introduction 
| of Social Credit, Premier Aber- 
hart warned his followers to be 
Prepared for “the coming 
struggle” and told them the gov- 
ernment could not reveal its 
plans or “we will be blocked at 
every move.” 

“Surely our people can believe

living. All-round it has been a miserable kind 
of a holiday. 

But the temporary end has been gained, to 
some degree. Some of the surplus supplies of 
real wealth have been eaten up and worn out. 
Trade between the nations, and inside the re- 
spective nations, is reviving, the wheels of 
production starting to revolve more rapidly, 
and the involuntary holiday-takers are drift- 
| ing back to work and wages. 
| What of the future? It is fairly predictable. 
Given favorable crop seasons, by 1939 we shall 
be back where we were in 1929, with another 
and vaster accumulation of wealth on hand, 
and with little or no more effective way of dis- 
tributing it. 

Then for another plunge into a depression 
“holiday”? Not necessarily, though probably. 
Two things require to be done to prevent that. 
The necessary work must be distributed more 
evenly, and that percentage of the population 
who cannot be employed will have to be en- 
abled to be full scale consumers despite their 
lack of wages. 

If the parliament of Canada will double the 
amount of old age pensions, and cut down the 
pension age to 65 years, better still to 60 
years, Canada can carry through the next de- 
pression with a minimum of deflation, unem- 
ployment, and distress.

The Passing Show 


By J. S. COWPER 

A whole continent waited in suspense last 
week while rock miners toiled to rescue two 
men from their prison in the Moose River Gold 
Mine. People in out-of-the-way places, as well 
as in the cities, sat up late at night to get the 
last word from the rescue party. It showed 
that the heart of humanity 
beats in sympathy with hu- 
man suffering, where suffer- 
ing can be visualized. 

Every day men are suf- 
fering agony, imprisoned by 
want and circumstance, en- 
during tortures of mind and 
body. Many of them are in 
our midst. Thousands more 
are dying, some from must- 
ard gas dropped by the avia- 
tors of ‘a Christian nation 
wanting their land, others from silicosis, ra- 
dium and lead poisoning. Some die from over- 
work; many more from despair caused by lack 
of work. 

If only our imaginations were acute enough 
to visualize this daily toll of preventable suf- 
fering, as under the spur of newspapers and 
the radio they visualized last week's happening 
at the Moose River Gold Mine, we'd make short 
work of the system that makes war and want 
an essential part of its mechanism,

The casting for the 200-inch quartz-glass 
mirror for the giant telescope to be erected at 
Mt. Wilson Observatory in California has safe- 
ly reached Pasadena. During the next three 
years it will undergo continuous grinding into 
shape. Great care was employed in the cast- 
ing of the great disk. Even greater care must 
be employed to give the perfect paraboloid 
curve to the concave face of the mirror. The 
mirror is the most important single item of the 
telescope, gathering light from the object under 
observation. The Rockefeller Institute has 
given $6,000,000 for the construction of the tele- 
scope. It will have a mirror twice as large as 
the present largest telescope. 

Each of us has an interest in the great new 
telescope and in whatever additions to human 
knowledge it will bring. Four times as pow- 
erful as the 100-inch glass, when turned on the 
moon it will bring that orb to within a sight 
distance of 24 miles. 

Astronomical figures are beyond ordinary 
comprehension. How many of us can properly 
estimate the difference between a million and 
a billion? 

Prof. Westaway gives a striking illustration 
of the difference. An ordinary watch ticks five 
times each second. It makes a million ticks in 
a little over two days; to make a billion ticks | 
it must run for six years. 

Astronomers find even billions, trillions and 
quadrillions insufficient for their figures of the 
universe. They have to fall back on “parsecs” 
and “light-years’—a light-year being the dis- 
tance covered by a beam of light travelling at 
186,000 miles a second, for a whole year. 

Dr. E. P. Hubble of Mt. Wilson Observatory, 
working with his 100-inch reflector, has pene- 
trated so far outside our own galaxy—we are 
part of the Milky Way—that in the extra-Gal- 
actic system he has measured nebulae at a Gis- 
tance of 140,000,000 to 150,000,000 light years. 
The rays of the nebulae which he saw in his 
reflector started 140,000,000 to 150,000,000 light- 
years before. 

With the 100-inch reflector he penetrates a |[ 
space containing about 2,000,000 nebulae, each 
nebula being uniformly spaced at a distance of 
about 2,000,000 light years from its neighbor. 


How big is a nebula? 


Astronomical sizes are difficult to compre- 
hend. 
Members of the American Astronomical 


Society at a New Year's party at Princeton had 
a parlor-game. It consisted of 14 questions 
which had to be answered “true” or “false.” 
Scoring was plus 1 for a correct «answer and 
minus 2 for a wrong one. One question was: 

“If the moon were made of green cheese, 
and arithmetic were all; then, if 20 maids in 
20 days can make 207 tons of cheese, 5000 
WPA workers in 100,000 years could not make 
half the moon.” 


The answer is “True.” Yet the moon is a 
tiny affair compared to the earth; Eurih is tiny 
compared to Neptune. Neptune, Earth, moon 


and all the planets and moons in our solar sys- 
tem, added together, are less than three per 
cent the weight of the sun, 

Working on the nebula M.31, which is only 
285,000 parsecs or 900,000 light years away, Dr. 
Hubble calculates its weight as 35,000,000,000 
times that of our sun 

Sir Arthur Eddington says it takes 100,000,- 
000,000 stars (each of them a great sun) to 
make up a galaxy, wilh ten thousand trillion 
galaxies in the known universe. 


Are these great galaxi inhabited? It is 
known that the stars (suns) have dark stars 
associated with them. Whether the lines which 
wax and wane on our planet Mars with 
the meiting and forming of the Martian ice-cup 
are really irrigation canals or not, and whether 
the dark spots at the junction points are Mar- 
tian settlements or not, it is reasonable to be- 
lieve that these greater worlds revolving round 
the greater suns have witnessed development of 


sister 


life and habitation such as our own Earth has 
seen. 

It opens up large questions: Are they in- 
habited by beings like ourselves, or by crea- 
tures who have attained heights of mental 
power and social organization far beyond our 
present scope? Have their people risen by 
evolutionary processes from an amoebic stage 
as many great scholars believe we have, or are 
each of them peopled by a fallen race, like our 
own, that must win its way back by faith? Did 
some of them resist the apple test and retain 
their birthright of purity? Are some of these 


monster worlds heavens of splendor and peace, 


or are they scenes of greed and carnage, with 
their inhabitants bombing and gassing each 
other as they ride through space? 

Our own solar system, huge as it seems to 


with its orbit of six thousand millions of 
miles, is yet a mere dust speck in the heavens.

Correcting Catarrh 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

Although catarrh can not be considered 
dangerous, it is unquestionably one of the most 
common of the minor nuisances of life. When 
the patient develops a tendency to this disorder, 
he usually tries to suppress the symptoms by 
the use of sprays or antiseptic washes of various 
sorts, forgetting that such 
local treatment will fail to 
remove the catarrhal inflam- 
mation because it does not 
reach deeply enough to re- 
move the real causes, which 
are systemic causes. 

Catarrh should be over- 
come, not only because chron- 
ic catarrhal inflammation in- 
duces an annoying discharge 
Dr. of mucus, but also because 

such inflammation may pave 
the way for the development of sinus trouble, 
chronic bronchitis, enlarged tonsils and aden- 
oids, catarrhal deafness, discharge from the 
ear, etc, 

Catarrh, like constipation, is one of the com- 
mon conditions of civilization. This is because 
of the fact that civilized habits of living are 
such that they encourage those faulty habits of 
living which lessen health. In fact; catarrh may 
be rightly considered the first step away from 
health—one of the first signs that a departure 
from normal health is taking place 

Chief among the habits of living which in- 
duce catarrhal inflammation is wrong diet. In 
every case, the patient has been using starches 
and sugars in excess, at the same time that he 
takes too few of the vital vegetables. The funda- 
mental cause of chronic catarrh is an excess 
accumulation within the body of too large a 
quantity of material formed from the carbohy- 
drates. The excess accumulation of the products 
resulting from an imperfect carbohydrate meta- 
bolism must be eliminated in some manner and 
the body often uses the mucus membranes as a 
channel for this purpose. The mucous mem- 
brane, in turn, becomes congested and engorged, 
and finally the condition of chronic inflamma- 
tion is produced. 

The patient has used too large a quantity of 
starches and sugars, which are acid forming and 
consequently lower the normal alkalinity of the 
blood which should be preserved if the health of 
every tissue in the body is to be maintained. 
The acid formed from the waste products of 
carbohydrate foods is partly discharged through 
the mucous membranes end irritates them suffi- 
ciently so that they secrete an abnormally large

amount of mucus for the purpose of washing 
away these irritating materials. Recovery de- 
pends upon making the necessary dietary 


changes so that the patient is using more of the 
non-starchy vegetables and less of the starchy 
foods. This results in a better balance in the 
diet and in a decrease in the discharge of mucus. 
In fact, the patient who is willing to experiment 
will find the flow of mucus markedly increased 
simply by eating quantities of bread, doughnuts, 
cake, cookies, pie, macaroni, spaghetti, puddings, 
and other foods which are highly starchy. Like- 
wise, will find that the amount of mucus 
thrown out will be much less if he

amount of meat. Starches, sugars, fats and milk 
are the foods which provide sufficient material 
out of which the irritating products causing 
catarrh, may be obtained. These foods might 
be termed “catarrh-producing” to the extent 
that in excess amounts they will invariably in- 


crease catarrha] inflammation in the one hav- 
ing a tendency to this trouble 
During the time that the patient j 
overcome catarrh, he will make the 
recovery only when such foods are kept to 
minimum or avoided altogether. Later, a

The provincial department of health | 
has power to make it compulsory in 
case of emergency, but there is no 
regulation requiring a person to be 
vaccinated other than during emer- 
gent times 

Dr. Jenkins himself believes 
much can be done by educating the 
public in this derection. “This one 
case should make parents realize 
they are taking chances with their 
chlidren’s future if they do not have 
them vaccinated,” he said. “There is 
no danger in the treatment, and it} 
is better to be safe than sorry.”
